In Regulation 12, amend sections 1 and 7 so as to read as 
follows: 


Sec. l. For the classification and certification of cotton 


pursvant to these regulations, except as otherwise hereinafter 
provided, whether such cotton be tenderable or not, the person re- 
Sens the classification shall pay a fee of thirty cents per 
ale. 


OG, Tf When the request for the classification of any cot- 
ton shall be withdrawn after the delivery of the samples thereof to 
the board, but before the classification of such cotton pursuant to 
Such request, the person making the request for the classification 


Saas pay a fee of three cents per dale, This fee shall not apply 
when the fee prescribed by section 2 : 


4 or this regulation is required. 
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
